The Emigration Comnuttee, which will 
work in air of Bohemian Catholics who 
come to America, and keep them true to 
their faith. 

The School Committee, whose pur- 
pose wil! be to improve the educational 
advantages of the cnildren and te see 
that the faith is taught in the schools. 

The Society Committee, which is to 
unite the dozen existing Bohemian 
Catholic societies, which all have the 
same purpose, but whick are not work- 
ing tog:ther. 

The Soci: 1 Committee, wheuse work will 
be the betterment of the Bohenian poor. 
ihey will establish charities in the vari- 
ous parishes and look after the physical 
ond moral welfare of immiyrants 

Socialism Opposed. 

The work of the fifth committee will 
be to combat the influence which radical 
Socialism has obtained on some of the 
Bohemians. This, they explain, is rad- 
ically opposed to the teachings of the 
Catholic Church, verging on Anarchism, 
as opposed to the Christian Socialism 
which is part of their faith. 

A committee has been appointed to 
make arrangements for a pilgrimage 
to Bohemia. Dr. James F. Chvatal of 
Chicago is president of the convention; 
Jos. Bapka, St. Louis, vice-president;

The conclusion of the dectors under the 
circumstances is that Mrs. Waters’ 
prompt action in withdrawing the venom 
with her lips was the only thing that 
saved the life of her daughter. 
| The copperhead (Ancistrodon contor- 
trix) is practically a rattlesnake, but 
without the rattles and ofa copper color. 
It is common in some parts of Missouri 
and in the South generally. Its bite is 
considered more deadly than that of its 
relative, the rattler. 

While Mrs. Waters was engaged in 
withdrawing the venom from the bites,

George Baptiste, the local wrestler,

The 
air has been full of rumors of challenges 
and counter-challenges, and it appears 
that Hack has made some statements 
throwing aspersions upon Padoubny’s 
claim to the championship of the world. 
The Russian was asked to withdraw 
| these statements, but he refused, and 
Padoubny had a writ issued against the 
Russian, claiming damages for libel. 


Challenge Is Taken Up. 


It is hard to say what the outcome 
of the whole affair will be, but in the 
meantime Hackenschmidt has replied to 
a challenge by Padoubny. The Russian 
writes as follows: “I have deposited 
£200. When arrangements are completed 
regarding a match with you according 
to what I have already publicly stated, 
I am prepared to meet you.

The rumor was current in legal rail- 
way circles yesterday t!at President 
Shonts of the Clover Leaf has obtained 
the consent of Edwin Hawley to make 
George H. Ross president of the Alton 
Railroad, in place of Samuel M. Felton. 


.. Since March 1, 190, Mr. Ross has been 


second vice-president and traffic man- 
ager of the Clover Leaf. He entered the 
railway service in 1879 as a clerk in the 
freight department of the Burlington 
Railroad, under Paul Morton. 

When Shonts and Morton obtained 
control of the Indiana, Illinois & lowa 
tailroad, they made Mr. Ross traffic 
manager. After that road was sold to 
the Vanderbilts, netting a fortune to 
Shonts and Morton, they got control of 
the Clover Leaf and In March, 1904, made 
Mr. Ross traffic manager of that sys- 
tem. A year later he became second 
vice-president of the road in charge of 
traffic. 

Samuel M. Felton is regarded as one 
of E. H. Harriman’s most trusted rail- 
way lieutenants and undoubtedly will 
be offered a high position on the Harri- 
man system when he retires from the 
Alton. Many prominent railroad offi- 
cials are of the opinion that Mr. Felton 
was slated by Mr. Harriman for the 
presidency of the Illinois Central, but 
that in view of the fight belng made by 
Stuyvesant Fish, Mr. Harriman is cer- 
tain to retain J. T. Harahan as presi- 
dent of the latter road.

Congressman Lilly of Connecticut 
would hang none but the man adjudged 
guilty of grafting by a jury of his 
peers. Attorney-General Bonaparte 
would not only hang the grafter and 
the slaver, but the willful assaulter and 
batterer, the willful maligner of his 
fellow-man, and he adds a list of crimes, 
even of the grade of misdemeanor, to 
the commission of which he insists the 
death penalty should be inexorably at- 
tached. To cap it all, Justice Brewer 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States would deny to the convicted 
criminal the right of appeal, not re- 
garding the rightfulness or the wrong- 
fulness of the conviction. 

Congressman Lilly would hang only 
the grafter because he declares that 
grafting is the premier crime of the 
twentieth as it was of the nineteenth 
century—the corroding element that is 
destroying the country by demoralizing 
and infamizing the citizenship of the 
country. Attorney-General Bonaparte 
would extend the list of crimes to 
which the death penalty would attach 
almost to the extent of the ancient laws 
of England, under which the sheep thief 
died on the gallows no less quickly 
than the pickpocket, the highwayman 
or the murderer. The suggestion of the 
Congressman is not Worth serious con- 
sideration. The Attorney-General would 
go backward, while the Supreme Justice 
finds the ground cut from under his 
feet in the fact that England—to whose 
system of jurisprudence he pointed as 
bearing out his contention that appeals 
in criminal cases were wrong—has ex- 
tended the right of appeal to the crimi- 
nal as fully as to the individual who 
believes himseif in danger of being chis- 
eled out of a few pounds by a slippery 
debtor.
